The prior art cited by applicant on July 20, 2007 has been considered regarding the 
information as set forth in the English language abstracts. 

The closest reference appears to be JP09-535566. Whether or not the main valve body 
section of the valve plug membrane abuts against the seat section when the piston is displaced is 
a function of the stroke of the piston, which is determined by the piston drive. There is no 
mention in the abstract of this reference that the piston drive causes the main valve body section 
of the valve plug membrane to abut against the seat section when the piston is displaced.
